Chaplain fhal], in manner hereinafter mentioned, infpedl: in his turn the 
bread or other provifions provided for any' prifoner of whatfoever religion, 
and take care that the fame is or are of good and wholelbme quality and of 
llifficient weight. 

And be it further Enafted, That it ftiall and may be lawful for the 
Grand Jury at the Spring Aflizes and EafterTerm in every year after fuch 
appointment, to prefent a reafonable fum not exceeding the fum of one 
hundred pounds and not being lets than fixty pounds in the county and 
county of the city of Dublin, and not exceeding fifty pounds nor being lefs 
than thirty pounds within any other county or county of a city or county of a 
town in Ireland, for every luch Chaplain, as a recompence for his fervic.es 
aforefaid, provided it lhall fully apjiear to faid Grand juries and to the 
Court or Judge that fuch Chaplains duly and regularly executed the leveral 
duties of their faid offices relpecHvely, and that the fums prelentecl for all 
the Chaplains aforefaid in one Prilbn or Diftridf ftiuli be of the fame 
amount, unlefs the ftiare of either lhall at any time be withheld by realbn 
of any milcondubl: or neglecf of duty. 

And be it Enadlecl, I'hat it lhall and may be lawful for each and 
every Grand Jury of every county, comity of a city or comity of a town 
in Ireland, at any Affizes or Prefenting Term, to ajipoint a regularly bred 
Phyfician and alfo a regularly bred Surgeon to the Gaols Houfes of 
CorrefHon Marlhalfeas and other jiublic Prifons within fuch county, county 
of a city or county of a town, except as is hereinafter excepted ; provided 
however, that if any Gaol Bridewell Houfe of Corredlioii or other Prifon 
lhall be diftant more than three miles from the County Gaol, it ftiall be 59 
lawful for the Grand Jury of the county, county of a city or county of a 
tow’n, to appoint in like manner a Phyfician and Surgeon to any fuch

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■prifoii : Provided always, that any Ph} ficlan and Surgeon fo to be ap- 
pointed fhall be approved of by the Court. 

And be it further Eiiadted, That every fuch Phyficiaii and Surgeon Tbpirduiy.

ment twice at lead: in every week, and oftener if neceffary, and to pre- 
Icribe for all prifoners confined therein, according to his refpedlh-e depart- 
ment, fuch medicines and fliftenande as may appear to him conducive 
to their recovery. 

And be it Enabled, That it fliall be lawful for every fuch Grand Jury Faymsut. 

• at every Affizes and Prefenting Terra in each year after fuch appointment, 
to prefent a reafonable fum to every fuch Phyfician and Surgeon as a 
recompence for fuch attendance. 

And be it Enadled, That it fball not be lawful for the Grand Jury afore- Not to i»f 
faid to make fuch prefentments, unlefs faid Phyfician and Surgeon refpec- 
tively fhall appear to have duly fulfilled the feveral duties of his office. lormedr*^ 

And be it further Enadled, That the faid Phyfician and Surgeon fhall Phyiicuias 
once in every week make a regular return of the flate of health of the 
feveral perfons under their care refpeftively, to the Infpedor of his Prifon or turns to In- 
Diflridl, if he fliall not be himfelf the Iii4>e61or, and fball difbiiu5Hy fjiecify I'podori. 

6o therein the names of the feveral perfons fick in faidPrifons, and their difeafes 
refpedtively : Provided always, that nothing herein contained fhall extend 
to prevent the lame perfon from executing the offices of Infpedlor and 
Chaplain, or of Infpcdlor- and Phyfician, -or Infpedlor and Surgeon, or 
Phyfician and Surgeon, if he fhall be qualified fo to do. 

And be it Enabled, That it fhall and may be lawful for each and every Appointing 
Grand Jury refpeflively as aforefaid and they are hereby required, at every Apotbeca- 
Affizes and Prefenting Term, to appoint an Apothecary to the Gaols 
Bridewells Houfes of Correction or other Prifons of their refpeCtive coun- 
ties, counties of cities or counties of towns, and to every Gaol Bridewell 
Houfe of Correction or other Prifon which may be diftant more than three 
miles from the County Gaol ; and. it fhall be the duty of every fuch

fliall fwear that he had faithfully and honeflly expended in the purchafe 
of llich medicines and other articles the Ibms therein refiie6tively charged 
for the fame, and that liich medicines and other articles were of the befi: 
quality, and were charged at the ufual prices at which medicines and 
articles of the fame quality were chaiged within the town or place 
where the fame were fo funiifhed refpedhvely, and that the fame were 
•ordered by the Phyfician or Surgeon attending fuch perfon before they 
Were fupplied ; or if fuch medicines or anicles fhall have been fupplied 
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in cafes of emergency by fuch Apothecary without the previous order of 
luch Phyfician or Surgeon, fuch Apothecary fhall produce a certificate of 
fiich Phyficiaa or Surgeon that fuch medicines or articles were fit and 
proper to be fo fupplied; but no charge fhall he allowed in any fuch pre- 
lentment for the attendance of fuch Apothecary or of any perfon adiag as 
luch. 

And he it further Enafled, That the faid feveral Grand Juries or the 
Court, if the fame Ihall appear to them proper, may refpecfively order fuch 
account to be laid before the Governor and Direftors of Apothecaries Hall, 
to be taxed by the faid Governor and Direftors, which they are hereby au- 
thorized and required to do, and to m.ake their prefentment for medicines 
as aforefaid, fubjefl to luch redudiion in the amount thereof asHrall or may 
he made on luch taxation ; and that the faid Grand Juries refpedlively fhail 
have power to prefent for the expence to he incurred by fuch examination.

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tively, to the Magiftrates at the Quarter SefTions, and Hkewlfe the Infpec- ^ 
tor or Infpedlors for the county of Dublin and county of the city of Dublin, 
to the Court of King’s Bench in every Term, and the Infpectors for all the 

-6 other counties to the Judges at the Aflizes ; and all the faid local Infj)eclors 
fhall alfo twenty-one days at lead: before the Sitting of Parliament, tranfmit 
to the Infpeifor General of Prifons a fimilar report, together with a ca- 
lendar of the prifoners adlually in cuftody, letting forth the j)articular 
crime for which each prifoner had been committed, and likewdfe a ge- 
neral Ifatement of all prifoners whyt,Jiave been tried, whether acquitted or 
condemned, fince the date of the'lafl preceding report, fpecifying the fc- 
yeral crimes of which they were accufed, and the fentences of thofe who 
have been found guilty : Sixteenth, d'hat in cafe of any riotous outrageous 
or diforderly condudl, or of any udlful mifehief done by any prifoner to 
the Prifon or to any perfon therein, whether a prifoner or not, or in cafe 

( , of any perfon being or becoming of infane mind, it lhall be lawful for any 
Judge of the lltperior Courts or for any two Juftices of the Peace to 
examine minutely into the matter on oath, and after fuch examination 
to iffue his or their warrant to the Keeper of the Prifon, defiring that 
every infane perfon fhall be confined during the- continuance of fuch 
infanity, and ' every fuch Offender for fuch length of time as Ihall be 
Ijiecified in fuch warrant, in fuch room cell or other place within the 
precinffs of the Prifon as he or they fhall think proper, or as lhall 
have been fpecially provided for fuch purpofe ; and from the time when 
any fuch infanity or mifcOndudl fhall come to the knowledge of the Keeper 
of fuch Prifon, until there ffiall be an opportunity of holding fuch enquiry, 
it lhall be lawful for fuch Keeper of his own authority to confine fuch of- 
fender or infane perfon in any fuch room cell or ' place ; and if any prifoner 
fhall be a fecond time ordered into fuch confinement for mifeondudf on ex- 
amination on oath as aforefaid, fuch prifoner fhall not during fuch fecond 

' confinement be permitted to receive any other food befides bread and water ; 
and in cafe of a third confinement of any prifoner in like manner, fuch 
prifoner during fuch third confinement fhall not only be limited to fuch 
food but fhall alfo be kept in irons ; provided however, that nothing herein 
contained fliall prevent any prifoner from being difeharged out of prifon. 
altogether if he fhall become entitled thereto: Seventeenthly, That it fhall

time as often as it fhall be neceffary, to make and ordain fuch other and. 
further Rules and Regulations confiftent with the foregoing, for the govern-

And be it further Enaffed, That any Gaoler or Keeper of a Prifon in HowOaolftrs 
Ireland who fhall find himfelf by any means or circumftances whatibever dif- ^haliattwiiea 
abled or jjrcvented from carrying the laid Rules or any of them into effect, fhall 
on thefirfl: op])ortunity give notice thereof to the Infpebtor of the Prifon, and if ingi'uduules. 
the faid Infpedlor fhall upon vifiting fuch Prifon fee fufficient grounds for fuch 
omiffion, either by realbn of theinfufficicncy of fuch I^fibn or othervvife, he,

thereof, and no fadl or occurrence fhall be admitted as a fufficient exculc

And be it further Enafted, That all Infpetflors of Gaols Bridewells

And be it further Enadfed, That the Marlhalfea of the city of Dublin 
lhall be likewife kept feparate and diftinfl in another houle by itfclf, under oubiil/to^bc

AND, for the better regulating and afeertaining the fees of the Mar- 
fhal of the city of Dublin for the time being, and the 'lodging of the the City

Rules herein required of other Keepers of Prifons wherein debtors are 
confined. 

Provided always, and be it further Enabled, That fuch nomination 
or appointment of fuch perfoii to be Keeper of fuch Marfhalfea Prifon 
as aforefaid, fliall not extend or be conflrued to extend to permit 
or allow any fuch perfon to interfere in any fort or degree whatfo- 
ever with any of the duties privileges or emoluments annexed to the faid 
office of Marfhal, or which heretofore have been exercifed or enjoyed by 
him or his predecefToi'S, fave only and except in the care of the faid 
Marfhalfea Prifon, and the fafe keeping of the prifoners to be confined 
therein.
